ALLEGED »rOISONING OF YELLOW #ISH. 


The Enemy Fish Inspection Committee received a 
conridential report on May 1 to tie effect that the Japanese 
steamer "Kaiyo Maru’ carrying a full cargo of Jepanese fish, 


had berthed at Yangtszepoo. ‘ 

Upon receipt of the report, Ching Tsho Siang eis)» 
member of t..e Enemy Fish Ins ,ection Committee. proceeded to 
Yangtszepoo to make an investiation. He hired a steam 
launch and ke, yt a close watch in the vicinity of the 'Keiyo 
Maru.* Soon after four cargo boats approached the vessel 
and took delivery of over 3,000 boxes of iced yellow fish. 

a» launch then towed the four cargo boats to Lay Road for 
Customs inspection. after which the four boats were towed 

to the northern side of the Garden Bridge. Six motor cars 
took over the fish and drove away in the direction of HongkewW. 

Ching Tsho Siang then called «at the Mov Chong and 
the Yah Wu Cold Storage Companies on Minghong Road and ¥.as 
informed thet these two concerns had already decided not to 
store the enemy fish. 

It was subsequently ascertained that the enemy fish 
had been placed in cold storage in the Hung Chong Cold 
Storage Company, No. 557 Miller Road. This is a nevi company 
established by Cantonese and Portugese. Its manager is a 
Chinese uemed Doo. 

The enemy fish is bei disposed of by ,a .Chirese 
nicknemed “Zang Cha ah Kung" (uae %) and is n&&id¥rered for 
cele in the Hongkew Maiket, the Kashiug Road Market» the 

North Honen Road Market, etce 

The Japanese sell the fish at the cheap price of — 
about $20 per 100 catties. Chinese hawkers are surreptitiously 
selling the fish and are making a small profit. 

It is reported that #11 this fish has been mixed 
with certain poistnous materiels which will weaken the kidneys 
of a person so that the begetting of children 1i11 be affected.
